Nor is it edfie to fay what he fs, he is 
neither Chriftian nor Infidel; he is not a 
Chriftian, becaufe tho’ he {wears by the 
Nameof God, and lays his Hand on the 
'Gofpdl, helyet defies his Authority, and ta- 
citly’ denies“his Om@ifeience, by preme- 
ditately refolving to perjure that Oath at 
the-very Time of his taking of it; he cannot 
be an Infidel, becaufe his Out-tide puts on 
the Face of Religion, and he frequently 
puts on he Mabit of an Infgnétar of others : 
He is neitheProtefant onPapift,aeta Pro- 
ceflant, for H@is in Alliancéqwith Popery £0 
overthrow-e8® Proteftant Rétigion 5 not 4 
Papift, for he is the firft to rail at Popery, 
ial ftrenuoufly fights with its Tenets, the 
Detter to conceal his forwarding its Intereft: 
He is neither AighChurch-man .nor Low 
Church. man 3 not a Aigh Church-gan, for 
he is undgrmining the very Founddtions of 
its Conftilutian, ‘and Selping With all his 
Might thofe thae declare her Apoftate and 
Schifmatick ; not a Low Church-man, for all 
his Hypocrifie is put on, in order to extir- 
pate the very Name of Moderation, and to 
damn all that pretend to it for Presbyteri- 
ans and Phanaticks; He isneither a Britain 
nof Foreigner, he cannot pretend to be a 
Britain, without incurring the Title of the 
ceft Parricide in the Worlds for he 
ies when his Country groans, he rejoy- 
ces when bis Country mourns, he courts 
Foreigness to ravifh and ruin her, and he 
¢ripmphs iniher Bigadfhed ‘by a French and 
abarbacous Enemy :s At home, he prompts 
Tyrancy ta ecilave her, ‘and ‘fets his Hand 
to ll hertoarbitrary, cruel and infatuated 
Enemies, and ‘yet he cannot be a Foreigner 
himfelf, becaufe he is a Native tho’ a Tray- 
tot. 
_ Thus :baeis.neither Chriftian nor Infidel, 
peitherPa pitt nor Proveftant, neither High 
Chutcchsman or.Zow-Church-man, neither 
Brieeis nor Stranger, and yet ‘he is alt of 
them: together 3 he is not a Janus, butra- 
ther like; the Beaf that look’d towards the 
four Winds— He is on this fide a Revolu- 


tion-Man, for he fwears to the Government 
which is eftablifh’d on a Revolution-Foot 5 
on that fide he owns himfelfa Paffive-Obe- 
bedience Man, and pleads for that Princi- 
ple which makes the Revolution a treafoa- 
able Coffpiracy and Rebellion ; He ison 
another fide an Abjuration-Min, and re- 
cognizes the QUEEN, and on the fourth 
fide a Facobite, and invites the Pretender. 

Let us come to his Picture in Miniature, 
like Milton’s Defcription of Sin, J.eeping 
‘the Gates of Chaos leading into the World, 
He is form’d like a Chriftian, and has the 
Face of a reafonable Creature 3 but fome 
crofs Lines in his Countenance, which Na- 
fure orArt haseno Power to conceal, fhow to 
avtridtEnquirer:aMind diftragted with aPot 
feffion and Céniplication of Lunacies: His 
lower Parts therefore are well de(cribed by 
Cloven-Feet, Talons of Vultures,Snakes,Ser- 
pents, Devils, and all‘Sorts of Infernal Mon- 
fters,which twining about one another, form 
his Entrails, thro’ which all his Digeflures 
are voided, and being contaminated and 
partaking of the Nature of the Veffels they 
pafs thro’, the coagulated Blood is of the 
fame Quality, ftagnace Vipours of Trea: 
ton, .Difaifeétion, Jacobitifm, Invafion, 
French-Government, Tyranny, and exotic 
Slavery, fume up into his Head, infe& his 
Life, and he is a painted Hypocrite wirh- 
out, but all Viper and Poifon within. 

From hence the worft of Crimes extend 
themfelves in his Praétice, as naturally as 
Fire afcends ; ’tis no Difficulty to him to 
take Oaths againft whathe really purpofes 
to do; to abjure the Caufe he from his 
Heart efpoufes, and the Perfon that here.

bauches, he is embrac’d by that Ghurch he 
in his Heart difowns, and he is ignorantly 
receiv'd by thofe thac in their Hearts ab- 
hor his Defighs. 

Uuder his prefent Hypocrifie and Trea- 
fon this poor Nation now unhappily groans, 
and too many Peopie fell into his Deluf- 
ons, whofe Darknefs nothing cao illumi- 
nate, till the French are at their Door, and 
a Popifh Pretender ready to enter -————— 
And this has a double Effcét, Fit, it 
awakens and allarms the well-meaning de- 
luded People, and brings them to their 
Sences, perhaps but juft early enough to 
fave their Country. Secondly, it deteds the 
Hypocrite, who thickiog his Hour is come, 
fhews him(felf in his own Colours, embraces 
invading Tyranny, thinking it is ftroag 
enough to proreét him, but deceived in 
the Ifues of Providence, he falls into the 
Hands of Juftice, and makes his Exit likea 
Traytor at the Gallows. 

And really, Gentlemen, tho’ this is not 
always our Happinefs, yet 1 muft fay, if 
this be not the End of thefe People, un- 
lefs their Converfion fhould anticipate their 
Fate; I fay, unlefs this be the End of thefe 
Sort of People, I fee no Medium between 
it and our Deftru@ion, for their Arts are 
fabtil and infernal, their Masks cover’d 
with imperceptible Whitenefs, they are 
the Saints of the Day, and our Delufions 
are in no finall Danger of proving mortal. 

And now I have defcrib’d thefe People, 
with what Shame and Blufhing fhould thefe 
People look back upon their Conduét, who 
have joyn’d with fuch People as thefe in 
their Eleétions, and given their Votes 
with, much lefs for fuch a wretched Sort 
of Folks; ifany.Man, that: calls himfelf a 
Proteftant or a Diffenter, has voted for 
fuch amphibious Chriftians as thefe, he 
would do well to look back upon hisCon- 
du&, and examine how far, upon ferious 
Refle&ion he can juftifie his Management 
to his Country’s Safety, and to his own 
Confcience. 

But what if fuch People fhould be cho- 
fen, fays an Obje@or now, what will you 
fay then, when you find them uppermoft, 


and the Straia of the Houle running that 
way, you, like all the Scribblers of the 
Age, will fawn upon and flatter them, call 
them your infallible Reprefentative, and 
cry upall for Gofpelor for Law that they 
ena&, let it be which way it will, for we 
have never found a Pamphieteer of you 
al, but have cring’d to Parliamentary Au- 
thority, let it go which way it will.
